“The administrator states that 
the records of the Bureau of Mines 
during the first three months of 
this year show a daily average pro- 
duction of ‘illegal’ oil of 149,000 
barrels. 

“Technically spea‘sing, this may 
not all hawe been ‘hot’ oil, but in a 
real sense it is, since it is oil pro- 
duced in excess of the allowable. ,}

Leo Hudgins Beat Officer 
to Death—Arrest When 
Auto Stains Cause Sus- 


picion.

KINSLEY, Kan., 
body of Lieutenant-Commander S. 
J. Throwbridge, U. S. N., killed by 
a hitch hiker, Leo Hudgins, for- 
mer Mississippi convict, was found 
near a State highway, 12 

miles south of Kinsley. 

Sheriff Gossett of Edwards Coun- 
ty brought the body here’ to await 
the errival from Marietta, Ok., of 
Hudgins, who confessed beating the 
naval officer to death and leaving 
his body in a roadside ditch. 

Since the slaying apparently oc- 
eurred in Edwards County, author- 
ities indicated Hudgins would be 
prosecuted on murder charges in 
this county. : 

Hudgins told Oklahoma officers 
the body was hidden near Greens- 
burg, Kan., which is in Kiowa, the 
adjoining county to the south. Life 
imprisonment is the maximum 
penalty for murder in Kansas. 

Hudgins was quoted by Sheriff 
Randolph at Marietta, as say- 
ing he killed Trowbridge Saturday 
after the officer gave him a ride, 
let him drive the automobile and 
then threatened -him for going over 
bumps in the highway ‘that 
hard.” 

Left Body in Ditch, 

Informed at first that Kansas of- 
ficers were unable to find the body, 
Hudgins signed an extradition waiv- 
er and volunteered to join. the hunt. 

Hudgins was arrested at That- 
cherville, Ok., Sunday night, when 
he drove Trowbridge’s automobile 
into a garage for repairs. There 
were blood stains on the car. 

The hitch-hiker’s confession told 
how Trowbridge gave him a ride 
at Shattuck, Ok., Saturday. “He 
said that shortly after he entered 
the car they began drinking, 

“The man had me drive the 
ear,” said Hudgins, “and about 15 
miles north of Greensburg, Kan., 
he told me if I’ hit another bump 
that hard he would hit me on the 
head with a hammer. 

Hit Him Several Times. 

“After awhile I got a chance to 
grab the hammer he held and hit 
him with it. I hit him on the left 
side of the head, and after I hit 
him, by the time I got the car 
stopped he had hold of me. * * * I 
had to hit him several times with 
the hammer to get him loose from 
me.” 

Friends of Trowbridge in San 
Diego, Cal., his home, said he left 
there last week to drive to Hay- 
ward, Wis., for a visit with his 
father, reported seriously ill. 

Hudgins, whose home is in Luce- 
dale, Miss., told officers he was 
released about a year ago from 
the Parchmah, Miss., prison for 
volunteering as a subject of medi- 
cal experiments and permitting 

“himself to be bitten by mosquitos 
suspected of carrying a disease.

Officers Heavily Armed. 

The officers who killed the pair 
were prepared for desperate ma- 
neuvers on the part of Barrow and 
the woman and were themselves 
heavily armed. They had one ma- 
chine gun, three shotguns loaded 
with buckshot, and five automatic 
rifles, and used all these weapons 
in their bombardment of the car, 
riddling their victims. 

Coroner J. L. Wade ordered the 
car moved to Arcadia, with instruc- 
tions that the bodies remain in the 
car until the inquest. 

Barrow and his companion re- 
cently had led officers in a wild 
chase over six states. Frequently 
they were cornered, but eluded their 
pursuers or shot it out.

Bonnie Parker was charged by 
officers with participation in most 
of Barrow’s later crimes. Officers 
said she was as quick on the trig- 
ger as her associate and was just 
as elusive. 

Hamer’s laconic report: 

“We killed Clyde Barrow and 
Bonnie at 9:15 this morning. They 
were at Black Lake, a hideout we 
had been watching for weeks. 
Clyde and Bonnie did not get to 
fire a shot; Their car was full of 
guns and ammunition, but they did 
not get a chance to use them.” 

Sheriff Jordan of Bienville Parish 
said he had received a tip that the 
First National Bank of Arcadia was 
to be robbed today or tomorrow, He 
immediately notified Texas officers. 

Jordan said the pair came from 
Benton, La., yesterday afternoon 
and passed through Gibsland, La., 
fabout 4 or 5 o’olock in the after- 
noon and again this morning short- 
ly before the killing. Included in 
the group of officers who awaited 
the pair on the highway at the top 
of a hill were Sheriff Jordan and 
his deputy, Paul M. Oakley, 

John Abney, a citizen of Gibs- 
larid, eight miles from the scene 
of the killings, told of the trans- 
pertation of the bodies to) Arcadia. 

“The officers brought the bodies 
through here about 11:80," he said, 
“They just left the bodies in the 
car and tied it te another ear and 
hauled it to Arcadia. 

“Bonnie Parker and Barrow were 
badly shot up, There must‘ have 
been 15 or 20 bullet holes in the 
windshield of the car, The sides 
of the car were just peppered full 
of holes. 

“Several people here noticed Bar- 
row's car in the last three or four 
days, It was an almost new Ford 
VS and was dandy in color. It 
had an Arkansas license and a big 
trunk on the back.

BARROW ACCUSED 
OF MANY KILLINGS

DALLAS, Tex., May 23. — Clyde 
Champion Barrow was sought in 
connection with at least a dozen 
killings throughout the Southwest, 
on several of which he faced for- 
mal charges of murder. 

His police record dates from 1926, 
when he was arrested in Dallas for 
automobile theft. In 1930, still 
known only as a hoodlum, he was 
sentenced to the Texas penitentiary 
for 14 years on burglary and theft 
charges. , 

Early in 1932 Barrow was grant- 
ed a general parole by Gov. Ross 
Sterling, shortly thereafter embark- 
ing on his spectacular-career of 
armed robbery and terrorism. 4

Miss Frechette was sentenced to 
serve two years in the women’s re- 
formatory at Alderston, W. Va., and 
fined $1000. Both were granted a 
week’s stay of sentence and their 
attorneys announced they would 
appeal. 

The jury, which received the case 
at 12:10 p. m. yesterday after a week 
of testimony, began its deliberations

She charged 
that she was kept awake and with- 
out food for three nights.and two 
days during the questioning in Chi- 
cago, and that Reinecke twice 
“punched her under the chin.” 

Murray C. Faulkner, Federal 
agent, corroborated Reinecke’s t2s- 
timony. H. H. Clegg, inspector in 
charge of the St. Paul division, De- 
partment of Justice, told about Dr. 
May’s signed statement, obtained 
after the physician and Mrs. Salt 
were. taken into custody, April 10.

Masculine Movie Stars | 
The Distinctions of Sex

S another film season comes to 
a close, it is regrettably evident 
that for yet another year the 
screen has snubbed the sterner sex. 


It may have been in recognition of 
this fact that, according to a recent 
report, all American talent scouts 
abroad have been recently instruct- 
ed to do nothing but try to dig up 
personable males and let the hunt 
for another Garbo take care of it- 
self for a while. It is high time 
that some extraordinary measures 
were taken, for the male screen 
star is in a fair way to join the 
plains buffalo. A few survivors 
still hang on from earlier and more 
propitious days, but the breed is 
definitely doomed unless something 
changes the whole situation. 

Not that there is any lack of lead- 
ing men in Hollywood. But none 
of them seems to measure up' to 
that peculiar standard, so signifi- 
cant of the hold motion pictures 
have over their audiences, which 
measure screen stars proper and 
pronounces them worthy of the 
name. 

“Screen star” is a term applicable 
only to members of the acting pro- 
fession, but its requirements have 
nothing to do with the craft of act- 
ing. That is obvious when one re- 
flects that Marie Dressler, Corinne 
Griffith, Greta Garbo, Mary Pick- 
ford, Helen Hayes and Mabel Nor- 
man all were or are unquestionably 
entitled to this same label. A base- 
ball star who didn’t know which 
end of the bat to take hold of would 


be a contradiction in terms, but a 
screen star who knows nothing 
whatever about acting is a painful- 
ly familiar phenomenon. 


But it by no means follows that 
an actor far better than the com- 
mon run will necessarily be 
crowned with box-office records by 
the general screen public. The 
melancholy example of Roland 
Young, who is probably the best 
actor the screen has seen approach- 
ing it since synchronized sound was 
invented, is painfully in point. And 
it is extremely doubtful if Charles 
Laughton will ever be able to take 
a leaf out of the book of the late 
Lon Chaney and make himself so 
repulsive to the customers that they 
love him for it. 

At any rate, you can quite justifti- 


— 


ably define “screen star” as follows: 
a leading performer possessed of 
enough (a) beauty, (b) charm, or 
(c) mystery, whether attractive or 
repulsive, so that it doesn’t matter 
whether the performance is any 
good or not. If that definition is 
at all acceptable, ‘Maurice Chevalier 
is about the only male screen star 
that Hollywood has succeeded in 
developing since the depression. 
Figures like the Barrymores and 
Ronald Colman and Richard Bar- 
thelmess have hung on from an 
earlier day, but the amount of fresh 
blood has been practically negligi- 
ble. 


That may sound somewhat sweep- 
ing at first blush. After alJl, there 
have been a few people like Fred- 
eric March and Clark Gable and 
perhaps George Raft—to keep the 
film-going world reminded that 
there are two sexes in the world as 
designed in Eden. But one’ must 
remember that the standard of 
comparison refers to really sizable 
figures out of the past like the 
Barrymores and Colman aforesaid, 
and Wallace Reid and Douglas 
Fairbanks and the rest, gentlemen 
who were just as important to the 
ladies in the audience as Theda 
Bara was to the gentlemen. There 
were giants in those days, and a 
good five minutes of retrospect 
makes these moderns —:all but 
Chevalier, perhaps look quite 
puny.

As Dish for a Friday Dinner

The menu: 
Creoled Red Snapper 
Fricassee of parsnips 
Fried New Potatoes 
Cucumbers with Sour Cream 
Dressing 
. Prune and Apricot Souffle. 


The recipes: 
Creoled Red Snapper. 

Hither slice in one inch slices, 
or bake a whole large red snapper. 
Fry one large chopped onion and 
one minced green pepper in two 
tablespoons of butter. When soft, 
add one large tablespoon of flour, 
stirring until flour is absorbed, and 
a large can of tomatoes, a sprin- 
kling of allspice, three sprigs of 
parsley, one crushed bay leaf, one 
sprig of thyme. Simmer for 30 
minutes. Run through a colander. 
Dredge fish with salt, pepper and 


flour, and place in a baking dish} 


with two tablespoons of bacon drip~ 
pings and brown in a hot oven. 
Pour over sauce, reduce heat, and 
bake for at least an hour, basting 
frequently. During the cooking, if 
sauce becomes too thick add one 
cup of claret wine or water. Serve 
with slices of lemon. 
‘ Fricassee of Parsnips. 
Scrape the parsnips and 
them in milk until tender, 


boil 
then 


slice thinly. To the milk in which 
they were boiled, add a large lump 
of butt.r, salt and pepper and a 
very little flour. Put the parsnips 
back into the sauce and let sim- 
mer about 40 minutes. 

Fried New Potatoes. 

Boil small, unpeeled new pota- 
toes in salted water about 20°min- 
utes. Allow to cool and peel. When 
perfectly cold, drop in deep hot fat 
and fry until nicely browned. Drain 
on paper and sprinkle with salt. 
Cucumbers with Sour Cream Dress- 

ing. 

Peel and slice cucumbers. Salt 
and cover with shaved ice for an 
hour. Wipe dry between towels and 
cover with sour cream to which is 
added a generous amount of coarse- 
ly ground black pepper and about 
a tablespoon of mild vinegar to 
each half pint of sour cream, all 
slightly whipped. 

Apricot and Prune Souffle. 

Take the whites of five eggs and 
whip stiff, adding a pinch of salt. 
Fold in very gradually one cup of 
sugar, then add one teaspoon of 
vanilla. The last thing fold in one- 
half cup each of apricot and prune 
pulp. Butter a baking, dish well, 
pour in mixture and bake slowly 
over a pan of water for an hour. 
Turn out on platter and surround 


with sweetened whipped cream.
